DETECTING 


According to Bruce 


At the April meeting Bruce Dugger gave us some invaluable information about using a metal 
detector. Since not all the members could be there, some of his advice is being repeated here. 


Bruce is most familiar with White's Detectors. The DFX (about $1100) is a dual frequency, good 
on a salt water beach, not so good in ghost towns. Use a smaller coil in ghost towns, such as the 
Double D. It costs about $450. 


Don't use too much discrimination. If you're not digging junk, you're missing too much. 
You will always pick up some junk with any detector. 


Filters — The XLT is a 4-filter. The FX uses 2-6 filters. To filter out pop tops or ground 
minerals, 2 filters are best. Two filters give quicker response than 4 filters. Three filters are 
good around town. 


Keep the gain as high as you can. Back off the AC to stabilize. Set the offset at +1 for more 
sensitivity to small objects and for greater depth. 


The MXT can discriminate between gold rings and pull tabs. It can run 40 hours on a set of 
batteries. Use rechargeable batteries first, then use regular batteries as a backup. Do not use 
dollar store batteries. 


Technique — Look for purple glass, then start detecting. Bruce doesn't use a screen, but 
sometimes his companions do. Spring and fall are the best times to detect, when there is a bit of 
moisture in the ground. Bruce doesn't use earphones unless he is in a very noisy area. He uses a 
regular size shovel, except where many strangers will be watching, then he uses a smaller shovel, 
just for a better public image. At construction sites, check with the crew. Either detect while 
they are working, or come back later if the site is not fenced. At ghost towns it is best to go with 
1 or 2 other people.
